‘ «This is shown in two import- 
ant memoirs ‘published by Professor 
Omori, -the well-known Japanese 
earthquake authority, in The Bulletin 
of the Imperial Earthquuke Investign- 
tion Committee.” Omori describes 
variations of sea-level ascertained 
from observations made from 1894 to 
1010 at 10 Japanese stations. 


“From 1897 to 1899 the level tose 
rabout 2) inches ; from 1900 to 
1902 it fell about 14 inches, rising 
again between 1902°and 1906, and 
then fulling until 1909, ~~ 


Evidently these facta may be inter- 
preted in two, ways, \We may.eup- 
pose either that the level of the’sea 
itself changes, or that what ichanges 
is the elevation’ of the land, How 
shall we decide. which-is the changing 
element? Simply by observing that 
not far from stations where thera is 
variation, there are othera when there 
Ys"none or where the movement is 
even in the opposite direction.” In 
these conditions we can not well sup. 
pose a variation of-the sea, as i 
would be noticed everywhere; so wa 
wmust ‘conclude that there is a change 
of elevation. in the land, 1.: : 

Professor O:mori supports this 
theory by facts observed. in Europe, 
seismic observations ir Japan having 
been made. for too .short a time to 
draw .. conclusions © from. them...
